tire, and such variety, ami such free- 
dom from many of the miseries I hat 
follow the preparation aud consump- 
tion of meat and other rich foods, that 
1 nni quite sure ihey will come to ac- 
knowledge ihe greatness of the Divine 
wisdom iu appointing this as the food 
for man. 

L l, The wonders of Steam ami tin- 
blessings of Free Trade have made it 
possible for us to obtain the frnlis 
grown in olhcr countries as cheaply 
as those grown at our own doors. 
Fruits which have ripened In the 
glorious sunshine of the smith- 
em hinds, and art far richer 
and more nutritious limn any 
we can produce in a cooler clim- 
ate, are dried and sent here in such 
quantities that Ihey can be purchased 
by the very poorest. And as with 
fresh fruit, so with dried, lho cheap 
est kind is generally Ihe best. Let me 
tell you what I have found about i-.om.. 
of I hew dried fruits.

One 
pound of such raisins contains more 
strength, more muscle and bhmd-maV 
llljr nillrSmeni than the same weight < I 
beef or mutton, or anv olhcr flesh 
food. Try them. Take tln-ni fresh 
as you can buy them, Willi a little 
bread, and some mill; or cocoa to 
drink, and a few slices of lemon or an 
apple, ami just eat as much as von 
feel inclined, and keep it up for :. lini,. 
while and you will Isc dellghled with 
the result. They may also be taken 
stewed iu a little water— bat do iioi 
"tone them before cooking, and lake 
care to preserve all the Juice— Willi a 
wheaten pudding or brown toast ami 
butter. Tiiey are also good In pud- 
dings, plenty of them, of all kinds, 
and are most valuable to young child- 
ren ami to those who have to do long 
walking aud much hard exercise. I 
have used them for niaiiv years when 
traveling. It is best to crush and eat 
a few of the stones or pips when tak- 
ing them uncooked. The stones are 
rich In very useful qualities. 

Dates.— I consider dates, to !v .-,1- 
moHt. If uoi quite, as useful as raisins. 
1 am surprised (hat ihey are not more 
widely used. Very wholesome kinds 
can be nhtnlned almost anywhere al 
I'd. a poiLiiil. and the. richest uiav b.. 
had for iH. One pound of dates 
anil two pounds of bread per dav 
would be quite sufficient to sustain 
the life and health of an average man. 
I advise that dates be used al the mid- 
day meal. A. plale of vegetable slew, 
followed by six ounces of dates, eaten 
with an apple or some biscuits,' would 
make a capital dinner, especially for 
those whose work lakes thein" into 
olllees or mills, and docs not afford 
them much ^wrc'.-i. Dates are de- 
lightfully agreeable .dill nuts of anv 
kind, especially brazils, wllh which 'l 
like to eat them.

than ever to prey upou others for n 
living. I'rison-llfe hud b.y ihio time 
completely hardened his nature. What- 
ever susceptibility to good Influences 
he possessed whim be comuieuced his 
term of penal servitude had heeu com- 
pletely trampled down by his six- 
years' herding with criminals of every 
class nud degree. He left Clinllmni 
1'rlsou Immeasurably worse tlmu he 
eutercd it.

An Ill-PIaoed Legacy.

ied with "rluglng the changes" for n 
living. "lUnglug the ehnnges" was 
only an occasional light diversion In 
the heavier business of bronklng into 
and robbing houses, but the magis- 
trates considered It a serious enough 
offence, cud seuteuced him to six 
mouths' imprisonment on one occa- 
sion nliout this time. 

A little later, while visiting Man- 
chester, he was arrested for a burg- 
lary in that elty. The system of trac- 
ing the careers of criminals wns not 
then so perfect ns lu these days, mid, 
as he was unknown to the Manchester 
police, he was regarded as n "ilrst 
offender," nud escaped with u very 
light sentence of eighteen months' 
linnl lubor. 

Delictum Tremens, 

Alec's legacy had proved a terrible 
curse In one respect— it furnished him 
with the menus for unlimited drink- 
ing, nnd resulted In his developlni.' n 
craving tor Strong drink, which soon 
completely mustered him.

The dnnger 
will ordinarily he In the opposite di- 
rection, namely, thnt of going over to 
the extreme of obcdlcucc. The woman 
will be- likely to subordinate Her Judg- 
ment— her object in lite— her sense of 
duty to both God nnd mini— to her 
liusbnnd ; nud, under the Influence of 
her nffeetlon nud ndmlrntioii for him, 
go down nnd become his cronture— 1 
might say his willing slnve. How 
often we see tills In the ense of women 
every wny stronger thnn their hus- 
boiKlj In nil those points ...f character 
most valuable and useful, and. Indeed, 
lu those graces nlso liiui nre most 
precious of nil ! 



3. Bl'T IT WILL BE WISE FOR 
WOMEN TO ALWAYS BARGAIN IN 
THEIR OWN MINDS FOR OBEDI- 
ENCE, WHETHER IT BECOMES 
THE PLEASURE ] HAVE DES- 
CRIBED OR NOT. They will, na a 
rule, reap more liberty of action by 
doing bo than by any resolutions or 
attempts at standing up for what they 
may dee ;u their lights. The womnu 
who Is determined to have her own 
way in opposition to her husbnud'.s 
Judgment, and be her own mlstr^o.s, 
ought not to mnrry nt till. Let the 
latter elass hewnre of promises mndj 
before marriage. Husbands will pro- 
mise ninny things before this event, 
mill that with the Intention of fulfill- 
ing them ; hut, when the time eomen 
round, will fall lu their pledges, uot 
of sot purpose, but because the cir- 
cumstances will be too strong for 
tliom. No ; one way or the othur, 
there Is nothing for it but for the wife 
to mnlte up her mind to the possibility 
or being subject, all the rest of her 
days, to the will of her liusbnnd, and 
Hint in things thnt are uenrest nntl 
nearest to her. 

4. SHE IS UNDER OBLIGATION 
TO LOVE AND CHERISH ni3R 
HUSBAND, BEFORE ALL ELSE 
BESIDE. She must have no human 
luiu before lilm ; that is, no femule 
friend or relative, inside or outside her 
house. 

Of course, I nui supposing that the 
husband gives to the wife the love and 
the communion that nre her due. 
Should he, however, fall In tlils-lf ho 
curries Ids confidences nud compiin- 
'oiislilpB awny from home— lie can 
hnrdly complain If his poor, lonely 
wife does the snme. But the rule le, 
'he husband first. 



S. THE WIFE IS UNDER OBLI- 
GATION TO CARE FOR THE 
HEALTH, AisD HOME, AND ALL 
THAT OONCEUNS THE PHYSICAL 
INTERESTS OF HER HUSBAND, 
lu some wny or other, whether from 
Instinct or custom, or something else, 
It is felt to he the wife's duty to tnke 
the responsibility for the keeping of 
his house, the prcpuratlou of his food, 
the supervision of his clothing, to- 
gether with n general care of his 
health. To these a wire must give 
her attention, aud for these she must 
hold herself responsible. 

FIDELITY. 

G. 1 need not say that THE WIFE 
IS UNDER OBLIGATION TO KEEr 
HERSELF TO HUB HLSBAND A- 
LONE. Infidelity Is terrible wheu It 
occurs In the husband, nud, lu the 
eyes of Dlvlue Justice, ns sinful as In 
the wife— doubtless in ninny eases It 
Is much more so. But, after all, a 
higher stnndnrd of purity and recti- 
tude In nil thnt concerns the sexual 
relation 1ms been, by mutual consent, 
set up for the woman, if she falls, It 
Ik from a loftier height ; and, there- 
fore, she descends to u lower depth 
of lnfnmy nnd woe. Tempted many 
wives doubtless nre, nnd while the 
world is full of fiendish, lustful men. 
tempted she will be ; but she uiuai 
walk the narrowest path of purity, 
keeping her Inmost thoughts nnd feel- 
ings faithful to her husband. 

7. Neither need I say that THE 
WIFE IS UNDER THE MOST SAC- 
KED OBLIGATIONS TO LOVE, 
CHERISH AND SEEK THE HIGH- 
EST INTERESTS OF HER HUS- 
BAND'S CHILDREN. This duty may. 
nnd will. Involve her, ns we hnve fond 
occasion again nud again to observe. 
In n life of nnxlety, self-sacrllice, nnd 
cure. But there Is no ulteruntive. 
They lire there. They belong to' her 
III even n higher nud tenderer sense 
than they do to lilm. She must wntch 
over nnd protect tliem, nnd seek to 
supply Ihelr every need for time and 
for eternity.

IL-THE ROMANS. 



CHAPTER XXVI. 
TIBERIUS ADD CALIGULA. 

No difficulty was made about giving 
all the powers Augusta bad bcld to 
hi< stepsou. Tiberius Claudius Nero, 
who hud also a right to the names of 
Julius Oesiir Augustus, and wns in 
tils own time generally called Coesar. 
The Senate had grown too helpless to 
ihink lor themselves, and all the 
choice lliey ever made of the consuls 
was that tbe Emperor gave out four 
names, among which they ehose two. 

Tiberius bad been u grave, morose 
man ever since he was deprived of the 
wife h<- leved, und had lost his bro- 
lli.r; and he greatly despised tbe 
ineiin, ertneing ways around him, nnd 
kept to himself : but his nephew, 
called (Jerninnlcus, after his father, 
was the person whom everyone loved 
and trusted. He bud married Julia's 
(laughter. Agrlpplnn, who wns also a 
very good and noble person ; nnd 
when he was sent against the Ger- 
mans, she went with him, nud her 
little boys run about among the sol- 
diers, and were petted by them. One 
of them. Cnlu". was rnllei! hy the 
soldiers, Caligula, or I he Uttle Shoe, 
been use lie wore a caliga, or shoe, like 
ilscirs: be never losi the nickname. 

GiTiminicus earned his surname 
over again by driving Armlnlus buck ; 
Inn he was' more enterprising than 
would have been approved by Augus- 
tus, who lliouglu It wiser to guard 
what be hod than to make wider coii- 
ijiiist-s; and Tiberius was not only of 
tile same inlinl. but was jealous of the 
great love thnt all the army was show- 
ing lor bis nephew, and this distrust 
was increased when the soldiers of 
llie Km si begged lor Gerniauleus to 
lead them against the rnrthinns. He 
set out, vlslllug all Ibe famous places 
In Greece by the way, and going to 
s.-ir tlii- wonilern of Egypt ; hut while 
m Syria be fell 111 of a wasting sick- 
ness and died, so that many suspected 
Ibe spy. Guieus 1'lso, whom Tiberius 
lnid sent with him, of having poisoned 
him. When his wife Agrlppina came 
Home, bringing his corpse to be burnt 
ami his ashes placed In the burying- 
plaee of the t':esars, there was uni- 
versal love and pity for her. I J lso 
seized on nil the om'ees that German- 
lens had held, but wns called buck to 
ltome, and was jnst going to be put 
on his trial when he cut his own 
throat. 

All this tended to make Tiberius 
more gloomy and distrustful, and 
when his mother, LI via, died he had 
in. one to keep him in check, but fell 
uuiier ibe inllueiu-e of a man name:! 
Kejiinns, who managed all his affairs 
for hi 111. while he lived In a villa In 
the Island of Caproie, lu the Bay of 
Naples, seeing hardly any but n few 
intimates, given up to nil sorts of evil 
luxuries nud sclf-lndulgcnces, and 
dreading every one. Agrlpplnn wan 
so much loved and respected that he 
dreaded nnd disliked her heyonil nil 
others ; and Sejunus contrived to get 
up nn iieeowiilon of plotting tignliiHi 
the state, upon which she and her 
eldest son were Imnlsbed to two small, 
rocky isles In ibe Mediterranean Sen. 
The oilier two sons. Drusus and Cuius, 
were kept by Tiberius at Caprcm, till 
't'lberlns grew suspicious of Dnisns 
and threw him Into prison. Sejanus, 
who hud eiM-ourngcd nil his dislike to 
ills own kinsmen, and was managing 
all Rome. Ilien began to hope to gain 
the lull power: bin his plans were 
guessed by Tiberius, nnd he caused Ills 
former favorite to lie set upon In the 
senate-house nnd put to death. 

It is slrauge lo remember thnt, 
while such dark deeds were being 
done ai Home, came the (hree years 
when the true Light was shining In 
the darkness. It wns In tho time of 
Tiberius Cn?snr. when Tontlns Pllnte 
wuh proprietor of Palestine, that our 
Lord Jesus Christ spent three years 
In teaching nnd working mlraclcH ; 
then was crucified and slnln by wick- 
ed hands, that the sin of mankind 
mlgln be redeemed. Then He rose 
again from the dead and ascended Into 
heaven, leaving 11 Ih Apostles to make 
known what Ho had done In all the 
world.
